Crumbs from the top

‘AMBERTO DINI, the Italian 

foreign minister, was looking 
gloomy as he cruiscd the corridors

He was not cracking jokes — ancl 
certainly uot the okl favaurile in 
which a man whinges itt a pan- 
tonıime Italian accenl: “Germany 
and Japan are yuing lo join the Secu- 
rity Council.

Froın speeches in the General As- 
sembly, it is clear thit there is wide 
support for unireezing the status 
quo to bring in the vanquished of 
1945 — now two of the world's rich-

The UK Foreign Secretary, Robin 
Cook, called explicitly for German 
and Japanese accession and for "a 
balance between developed ancl cle- 
veloping countries in a modernised 
Council", but he conspicuously 
named no other names.

‘The reason for that, however, was 
the really important change to 
emerge from Amsterdam. Germany, 
traditionally the mast potent sup- 
porter of institutional reforms, sucl- 
denly started acting in the old 
obstructive way that Britain per- 
fected over the past decade.

Amsterdam thus saw the moment 
when Germany ceased to be tlie 
conciliatory and federalising bank- 
roller of the European project, and 
became strikingly more pragmatic 
and querulous, if not qualifying 
outright for Eurosceptic status. Cer 
tainly the coming of the new Social- 
istled government in Paris had 
dismayed Kohl, and cast real doubt 
over durability of the Franco- 
German axis, the traditional loco- 
motive of the European project. 

Not by coincidence, this was also 
the moment when Germany's ever- 
open wallet began to close. Ger- 
manıy now accounts for two-tlıirds of 
the net contributions to the $90 bik 
lion EU budget. Stretched by the tril 
tion-dollar burden of absorbing East 
Germany throughout this decade, 
Kohl became Chancellor Nein. 

But if Germany became less con- 
ciliatory at Amsterdam, Britain 
became less confrontational. At 
least in its rhetoric, and in some of 
its votes on reform, the Labour gov- 
ernment said that it wanted to be 
part of the solution in Europe rather 
than part of the problem.

HEN the People's parly 
was Old Labour, tlıe label 
was a class statement. The 
people were outsicle the power élite 
and Labour represented them. 
Ranged against the governing 
classes, the people stood for equal 
ily and fraternity, and sometimes 
even liberly. They were the unclet- 
recognised majority, ow, with the 
help of Attlee, Bevin and the rest, 
enıpowered to fight back: the out 
slders whose struggle was to get in. 

The People's party, New Labour- 
style, is the opposite. The people 
refers not to the excluded, but to all 
the population. It's a megalonanic 
claim, and gratifies a lot of needs. 
New Labour is New Britain, all the 
New Britislı who reckon to count 
for something. Most of those at the 
partys conference in Brigllon 
basked in the warmth of a collective 
invoked by leaders several hundred 
times last week. The people's en- 
dorsement is stamped on every 
decision, It gives me the creeps. 

Those who keep going on about 
the people, first of all, have no sense 
of history. The marketing brilliance 
it took to capture and transform û 
piece of old Labouritce language is 
less compelling than the nıemory of 
where People's Denıocracics began, 
Sound-bite theft is all very well, bul 
whıen Gorclon Browı relers to “tlw 
three modernisations", has hte for- 
gotten what China was nctunlly like 
under Mzro and Deng? The great 
lenp forward lo the People's Demo- 
cracy of Britain can't be far behincl. 

In Blairite usage, Ihe people are 
benign. Copious repelition is nent 
l0 amplify whit happuvnetl on Maly 1. 
Having won an election, Mr Blair is 
entitled 10 reuincl ıs he spoke for 
the people, andl to da everything he 
can to deepen their iHeresl in guv- 
ernment. He deplores fhe cynicism 
of the age, ul 1 believe how 
many Citizens seet (lisaffecleel. The 
people's mandule is a legitimate 
roule to the people's involvement. 
Telling peaple (hal gavernment ix 
theirs not ours is one way lO max- 
imise thelr enlistment in the projett. 

But what project, exactly, live 
tey signed ıtp for? 1s this a case of 
the people telling ministers what lo 
do, or of ministers aunouıncirtgg whal 
the people are supposed to have 
decided? Who defines Lhe popular 
will? Is it top own or bottom-up? 
History overflows with cases where 
the first masquerades as the sec- 
ond. But tlıe cooption af the people 
behind every decision is the start of 
something slippery. 

The people is the oldest weapon, 
of the demagogue. Mir Blair's pro- 
gramme so far gives no offence to. 
majority opinion. But if everything 


. is done in the name of the ımajority, 


where are the limits? What the peo- 
ple give they. can take away, and 
wien the people are summoned in 
support of one policy, why can't they 


the People's Lottery, why not the 


what the people seem to want. 


A great deal depends on the success of Mr 
Clinton’s effort. He has already pledged support for 
a strong agreement in Kyoto that would aet binding 
limits for greenhouse gas emissions from vehicles, 
power plarıts and factories. The only problem i8 . . . 
that the United States itself is a large part of the 
problem. Indeed the [ack of firm targets so far 
stema very largely from George Bush, who was only 
enticed to the Rio Earth Summit after targets had 
been abandoned. The final text was full of what the 
negotiators called “constructive ambiguities”. It 
proclaimed the “aim” of reducing emissions by the 
developed countries to thelr 1990 levela by 2000, 
but had no mandatory element. That is why two 
yeara ago governments agreed to toughen the 
treaty. Yet the place where this should have been 
achieved — the “Earth Summit Phıs Five" in June 
— fizzled out with no agreement on targets, in spite 
of acknowledging that “overall trends . . . are worse 
today than they were in 1092”, 

The fudged proposals put forward last week by 
Japan — which the European Commission criti- 
cised on Monday — are not a good sign. Nor ia the 
agonisingly slow pace at which the US haa edged 
towards making up ita mind. Thinking in both of 
these industrlaliaed powers seeks to introduce 
variables that would allow them to pick-and-mix in 
order to reduce the pain of energy reduction. 

Whether the main developing countries such aa 
India and China ahould alo accept restrictions will 
be a contentious iasue in Kyoto. They argue that it ia 
the developed countriea which have produced 
75 per cent of greenhouse gases in this century. The 
West repliea that these new industrial tigers will 
goon generate more emissions and must be curbed 
Tow (while at the same time urging them on to ever 
faster growth). How to solve this contradiction will 
be difflcult anyhow. There will be no chance at all if 
the rich countries take refuge in more selflah eva- 
slons. As Tony Blair said at the June sumınit, “If we 
fall in Kyoto, we fall our children . . . We must all 
deliver on the commitments we make.” 


Rush to tarnish 
Diana’s memory 


T HAS not taken long after the Princess of 
Wales's death for new questions of taste to be 
raised. Some critics complained about a newa- 
paper picture of the UK's International Develop’ 
ment Secretary, Clare Short, on Brighton beach 
wearing body armour to publicise the campaign 
against land-mines. They snid that her pose echocd 
the pictures of Diana iıı Angola. A more vehement 
body of criticism has been aroused by Andrew 
Morton's revised book on the princess, which went 
on sale [last weekend. Buckingbanı Palace 
described it as blatant cxploitatlon: Mr Morton 
claims to have behaved “cxtremely honourably”, 
‘There were crowds waiting to buy the first copies. 

‘The moad of national consensus — almost a fecl- 
ing of collectlve dlataste — after the funeral i4 
clearly not gong to fast, and these two episodes, 
although very different in scale, will be the firat of 
many more. Ms Short sought to focus attention on 
a humanitarian campaign supported by millions of 
ordinary people to which most governments have 
acceded reluctantly and under public pressure, 
What drove the parallel home witb the image from 
Angola was not so much the body armour as the 
use of an identical sign, in Portuguese, warning of 
the danger of mines, Perhaps the campalgn should 
use a sign in Cambodian instead. 

The publication of Mr Morton's book poses 
iesuea of greater magnitude. Any funds raised by 
Ms Short’s efforts will go solely to help the victims 
of war. Mr Morton has promised to make a dona- 
tion of undisclosed alze in memory of Diana, but 
no one is diaputing that he, hia publishers and the 
bookshops will profit hugely. The matter would not 
end even in the unlikely eveut that they gave all tbe 
pfaceeds to charity. For publication of this revised 
verslon involves the release of new and very per- 
sonal iuformation about Diana and others close to 
her who are stil alive. It if not juat a matter of re- 
vealing “the methodology behind the book”, as ita 
author claims, He algo argues that failure to reveal 
.her role in the original book would be “to dishon- 
our ber memory”, Diana. will surely be remem- 
bered for much more substantial contdbutions to 
life. There is also the question of timing. Mr 
Morton proteats:that he did not start discussing a 
new edition with hia publiaber until the-end- of the 
week after the fatal accident, A week may be a long

HE NEW thnller from the Middle East should 

be stocked on the fiction shelf Jrı airport book- 
shops. The trouble 1s it really did happen. When 
Iergel released the Hamas apiritual leader Shelkh 
Yassin from jall, this geemed a useful gesture aa 
talka with the Palestinians were about to resume. 
Inatead it turns out to have been forced on 
Binyamin Netanyahu by King Hussein of Jordan, 
aa a reault of the arrest of two agents of Moasad, 
' the Israeli secret service, caught while trying to 
assassinate another Hamas leader in Amman. 

Yea — to anticipate larael's excuses — terrorism 
.may have to be fought by unconventional means, 
But does anyone in the Likud government believe 
that, if the operation had succeeded, it would have 
deterred Hamas instead of provoking l(? Has not the 
lesgon of the murder in Gaza last year of the 
“Engineer", which led to more horrific bombings 
and then to the electoral defeat of Shimon Perea, 
been learnt? Not for the firat time, Mr Netanyahu be- 
haves in such a way as to suggest either an alarming 
lack of judgment or plain indiffererce to working for 
peace, Either way itis a very gloomy prospect. 

Nor la it brighter elsewhere, Last week’s resigna- 
tion by the veteran Palestinian politician Halder 
Abdel-Shafl from the Palestinian Legislative 
Council (PLC) focuses attention upon the equally 
blind hehıaviour of Yager Arafat. It ia two montha 
since the PLC, appalled by corruption and incom- 
petence in Mr Arafat's cabinet, called on him to 
form a new goverıment, Yet he has continued to 
ignore what is now a crisla af confidence. Palestine 
Report, the bulletin of anı independent group of 
journalists and researchers, recorda ever growing 
papuler diaqulet. The peace process still has ma- 
jority support for lack of any alternative. But al- 
most 90 per cent of those polled believe that the 
Palestinian Authority (PA) la corrupt, and two- 
thirds regurd the Council itself as subservient to 
the PA. Human righta organisations proteat at the 
continued uae of British emergency regulations to 
juatlfy political arrests. And statlstlces show a 
steady rise in poverty, mostly due to the Israel! c10- 
sures, withdrawal of work permits, and banning of 
exporta to Israel of Palestinian goode. 

In thease baffling and demoralising times, the 
Istaells and Palestnians need good friends and 
good advice. It may be a matter for regret that 
internalonal convention and preponderance of 
power have cast the United States as the beat frlend 
avallable. But since this is so, it places a premium 
on Washington to provide strong support and clear 
encouragement for the peace process. The 
Palestiniana, thqugh well aware of the historical 
bias towards lurael, value what has been achieved 
through US good offices and hope for more consis- 
tent treatment, Yet that i# exactly wlıat is missing 
under the new administration., Madeleine Albright 
headed for Israel last month sounding one-sided 
io Mr Netanyahıu’s favour, In the end abe said 
nıore to please the Palestinians than they had ex 
pectcd. She repcated her call for a “Hme-out” on 
new Jewish sellements recently when Mr Netan- 
yahu announced plans for new unita in Efrat, Then 
last week she inexplicably described settlement- 
building as “legal”, What is illegal is attempted 
murder on foreigu soll by agenta using false pass- 
parte, If Ma Albright i4 to create any impreasion of 
US impartlality, she ahould condemn what hap- 
pened in Amman as loudly as she has denounced 
the terrorism of Hamas.

If all this seems insufferally 
snug, it is, but since it comes from 
Vonnegut, America's favorite 
grumpy old man, you've got to love 
him, He has so cornered the market 
on elderly curmudgeonliness that 
his very belches (and there are 
plenty of them, including tlıree or 
four really moldy dirty jokes) have a 
fragrance of temps perdu. 

In a well-advised “Prologue,” Von- 
negut forewarns his readers that 
Timeqııake took 10 years to write, at 
the encl of which, 74 years old, “! 
found myself in the winter of 1996 . . . 
tlıe creator of a novel wluch did not 
work, which had no point, and 
which had never wanted to be 
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horror of such an experience or 
willı the trauma of release. Na mat- 
ter .— intensity was never Von- 
negut's forte. And anyhow Wikler 
had already done it. 

What Vonnegut does, wliich no 
one can do betler, is give a big post- 
modern shrug. The experience is 
shifted to the expert shoulders of 
.Trout, wlıo represents his creator's 
self-love and selfloathing at a level 
of imaginative intensily that mere 
memoir would not allow. 

And that is nat ta reckon with the 
man's immense selfregard. Von- 
negut namedrops like a rainstornı: 
AE. Hotchner, Heinrich Boll, Dick 
Francis, Ginter Grass, Andrei 
Sakharov, and a host of showbiz 
stars that his own celebrity has 
brought within a handshake's dis- 
tance, The extended Vonnegut fam 
ily is all on hand, as at a wedding, 
each with a characterizing anecdote, 
The author's bibliography and the 
salient facts of his public career are 
offered as candidly as on a resume. 

And then there are the senten- 
tiae: There shall be no more war, we 
must love one another, etc, He 
echoes Henry Fonda, echoing John 
Steinbeck, echoing Eugene Debs, 
that as long as there is anyone poor 
ar downtrodden or in prison, lie,

IMEQUAKE is a novel by, 
and starring, Kurt Vonnegut. 

His costar’, and: virtually the 
only other “character” in the book, 
is his alter ego, Kilgore Trout, who 
figured in two earlier Vorunegut nOY- 
els, God Bless You, Mr. Rosewater 
(1965) and Breakfast.Of Chainpions 
41973). Trout lıas also published his 
own novel, Venus On The Half Shell 
(1975), but since it was written, 
without Vonncgut's consent, Dy 
Philip Jose Farmer, that book car- 
not legally be accounted part of the 
Trout oeuvre, though it enjoys its 
own peculiar and illegitimate glory 
as one of the few novels published 
by a non-entily. 

It may be that the concept for 
Timequake is a steal from Thor ntoıı 
Wilder's Our Town. (Vonnegut dis- 
creetly acknowledges as much.) In 
a nutshell, everyone on Earth has to 
relive the 1990s on automatic pilot, 
observing but not participating in 
their lives. But what Wilder made 
poignant, Vonnegut simply doesn't 
engage with, for he refuses to deal 
either with the helplessness and/or

possibilities of this new medium and 
creating a new style to fulfill them, 
Astute analyses of Pickford's most 
famous roles — the Poor Little Rich 
Girl, Rebecca of Sunnybrook Farm 
anıl the Little Princess, to name only 
a few — point out that she perfected 
the blend of pathos and slnpatick 
humor that Charlie Clnplin later 
made his trademark, andl that her 
characters were usually feisty, 
streetwise adolescents, not innocent 
little girls. Whitfield contends that 
sanitized 1430s remakes of those 
tliree pictures by baby star Shirley 
Temple have tainted memories of 
Pickford's tougher interpretations. 

She was tough off screen too, 
with a shrewd sense of her commer- 
cial value. “America's Sweetheart" 
was the most famous woman in the 
world in 1917, when she set off to 
sell war bonds with Chaplin and 
Douglas Fairbanks, who became her 
second husband in 1920, (The inter- 
national appeal of their films made 
these three the first truly modern 
celebrities) Any movie mogul who 
thought he could get away with pay- 
ing her less than she was worth was 
speedily disillusioned. Her 1916 con- 
tract with Adolph Zukor's Famous 
Players gave her half a million dol- 
lars a year ar half her films’ net prof 
its (whichever was greater), her own 
production company, the right to 
choose her directors and a voice in 
the final cut.

The Woman Who Made Hollywood

ARY PICKFORD'S unfairly re- 

menıbered as a ringleted ac- 
tresa who played angelic children in 
maudlin silent movies. Canadian 
journalist Eileen Whitfield's excel- 
lent biograplıy reclaims her from 
cliche, arguing persuasively that 
her fllms — and performances — 
are better than their reputation. 
Whitfield paints a nuanced, three- 
dimensional porirait of a complex 
woman whose story is a fascinating 
case study of a seminal period in 
Hollywood history. 

Pickford entered the world as 
Gladys Louise Smith on April 8, 
1892, in Toronto. Her' father died 
when she was five; less than two 
years later she appeared in her first 
play, quickly becoming the financial 
mainstay for her beloved mother, 
Charlotte, and younger siblings. Ap- 
prenticeship in such melodramatic 
classics as Uncle Tom's Cabin and 
East Lynne, followed by five gruel- 
ing years touring North America, 
completed her transformation into a 
miniadult whose ability to Incarnate 
youngsters onstage was remarkable 
for one who'd had little direct expe- 
ıience of carefree childhood. 

By the time she bluffed her way 
into the office of Broadway pro- 
ducer David Belasco, who gave her 
the stage name Mary Pickford and 
put her in 8 hit play, the 15-year-old 

actress was A seasoned professional 
whose delicate, vulnerable beauty 
barely masked an iron will and fera- 
cious ambition, Whitfield deduces 
that her theater acting was already 
simpler and more concerned with 
inner emotional truth than the 
period's conventional showy postur- 
ing. A lively account of her initial

There is now little point in raking 
up old grievances. No Pope has 
done as much as John Paul to re-

In 1987, Kurt Waldheim, a former 
Wehrmacht officer who had be- 
come president of Austria, was 
received with pomp and circum- 
stance at the Vatican, while the rest 
of the international comntunity 
snubbed him. 

The 1987 agreement signed by 
Catholics and Jews providing for the 
remıaval of a Carmelite convent next 
to Auschwitz was not respected by 
the Polish clergy.

No 
Pope before John Paul ll was as 
insistent in urging his hierarchy to 
beg forgiveness for past wrong 
doings and wipe the Church's slate 
clean. According to Luigi Accattoli, 
an expert on fhe Vatican, the Pope 
has delivered almost 100 speeches 
of “repentance” relating b2 a wide 
variety of issues, fronı the Crusades 
and the Inquisition to the wars of 
religion and the slave trade: a verita- 
ble avalanche of remorse and soul 
searching. 

In the presence of Jewish leaclers 
at Castelgandolfo, in Italy, in Sep 
tenıber 1987, the Pope pı'onised he 
would draw up a statement on the 
Church's responslbillly for anl 
Semilism and lhe Holocaust.

teacher in Eastern Europe for a 
number of years, I tend only to meet 
students who are also learning Eng- 
lish; where you meet a student of 
economics, you will mast assuredly 
meet a student of English, The dif 
ference, however, is that where an 
economics degree ts currently in 
vogue and at the height of fashion, 
learning and speaking English is 
simply a matter of career survival. 

Pick up a newspaper in Prague or 
Budapest arııd most advertisements 
in the professional jobs section wil] 
be in English. In many cases the 
whole recruitment process — from 
letter of application to interview to 
job offer — is in English, especially 
where the position is with one of the 
many branches of international 
firms now operating in this part of 
the world. So, while economics 
gtaduates may never have to dust 
off their course notes again, they 
may well be forever brushing up 
their English to keep their jobs and 
move up the career laclder.

should Tom Stoppard have 
chosen him as the subject of his 
new play, The Invention Of Love, 
running at London's Cottesloe 
Theatre?

But Stop- 
pard'a point is that it was fuat as 
real aa Wilde's more flamboyant 
infatuation with Bosie. In that 
aense, the play is ar unfasbion- 
able anti-Freudian work that 
hymana the valldity of sexual re- 
preasîon arid of a closeted love. 

What la intriguing is that it 
offers Stoppard at his beat and 
worst. The Latin lear ıuing is laid 
on with a trowel, At the same 
time, the Jokes are very good 
and Stoppard writes witb.palpa- 
ble love about a poet fired by the 
idea of textual! integrity wiıo 
kınıew the valıte of Platonic love.

At hig best, Ensor is an alarming 
and frightening caricaturist, a welrd 
mix of the 18th century satirist, the 
Sadean and the Blakean visionary, 
Sometimes, he is Uke Hleronymus 
Bosch redone as saucy seaside-post- 
card burlesque. As much as he 
looked inward for his inspiration, he 
looked to England: to the 19th cen- 
tury masters of English landscape, 
ard to the savage, carthy wit of Gill 
ray, Rowlandson and Hogarth. He 
painted and drew flerce scatologies, 
snivelling advocates and evil judges, 
top-hatted, syringetoting doctors, 
garlanded with their expiring pa- 
tienta' eutralls. He lanpooned the 
Catholic Church, the judiciary, the 
military, the politicians, the bour- 
geoisie, the state.

Born in 1860, the son of an 
English father and a4 Belgian 
mother, Ensor progressed from the 
reiled to the revered. Ensor the 
fool, Ensor the “Mule-ish English- 
man”, became Baron of Belgium, 
Knight of the Order of Leopold and 
annoirıtedl with the sobriquet Prince 
of Painters, 

In his youth he espoused anar- 
chist, socialist, anti-motuarchist 
ideals, As a grand old man he dined 
with Albert Einstein, received rever- 
ential visits fron, Emile Nolde and 
Wassily Kandinsky, and was hon- 
oured by Belgian royalty. His draw- 
ings were bought by the Albertina 
in Vienna at the height of the sec 
ond world war. A major retrospec- 
tve of his work was held at the 
National Gallery in London in 1946, 
three years before he died, 

The Barbican Art Gallery in Lon- 
don has mounted the first large-acale 
exhibition of Ensor’s work in Britain 
since that National Gallery show, 

Nowadays, Ensor is remembered 
in this country for his Entry Of 
Christ Into Brussels In 1899, a vast, 
burlesque carnival painting now 
in the Getty Museum. Christ, of 
course, is Ensor himself, envision- 
ing hinıself being swept along by 
the crowd on lia triumphal entry 
into the Belgian capital, Down in the 
bottom riglıthand corner of the 
multitudinous, carnival scene, the 
Marquis de Sade looks benignly on. 

Ensor’s academic training was 
conventional enouglı, and the work 
from the early 1880s, which begins 
the Barbican exhibition —~ thickly- 

painted Brussels in buttery surr 
shine, claustrophobic bourgeois 
interiors — are all a bit offputting. 
But he was, at the same time, paint:

Roy Lichtensteln 


TIS difficult to think of Roy Licht 

enstein, who has died of pneumo- 
nig at the age of 73, as other than’a 
man of the 1960s, one of the bright- 
est stars of the American Pop Art 
movement which shot to fame and 
notoriety in New York in 1961-62. 

By the end of the sixtles exhib 
tions on both sides of the Atlantic 
were already memorialising Pop Art 
as though to write finis under it all, 
with gratitude, but also a lot of art- 
historical nitpicking. Though al 
most all of the stars on what was by 
then a truly international firmament 
have gone on twinkling, the move- 
ment as such had reached some- 
thing akin to middle age, which in 
this context means senility. In any 
case, there was a new movenıent tO 
come to grips with, Conceptual Art: 
mıuch less fun and rarely as brilliant 
visually. 

Initially, there was none of the 
sudden, wilespread enthusiasm for 
Pop Art in New York that we had in 
London. One of the big issues was 
whetlter doing paintings from adver- 
tising and fronı comic strips could 
possibly deserve tlıe name of art.

N CARACAS at the end of his mo- 

torcycle journey around the 

Americas, the young Che Gue- 
vara met an oll freedom fighter. 
"You," the old man warned, “will die 
with your fist clenchedl and your jaw 
tense, the perfecl manifestation of 
hatred and struggle." 

And so it turned out, Fifteen 
years later, the young man who 
wrole "I see myscli being sacrificed 
lo the authentic revolution” wouıld 
be executed in a small, squafid 
classroom in La Higuera, Bolivia. As 
photographs were: taken to prove 
that the conmandante was dead, a 
handkerchief was wrapped arouncl 
his jaw to cover up the disfigure- 
ment of death. Later, his hands 
were cut off. By that time, in 1968, 
Guevara was a legend, and his 
iconic status makes it a tricky job 
for any biograplter to disentangle 
the man from the myth. 

Ernesto Guevara de la Serna was 
born into an Argentine blııe-blood 
fanily on June 14, 1928. He was a 
sickly clıild ancl, aged two, suffered 
his first asthma attack. a conıplaint 
that was to plague him his whole 
life, and was perlıaps, as Castaîeda 
outlines, a powerful influence on his 
character. To conıpensate, tlie 
young Guevara developed extraor- 
dinary strengtl) of will. In a letter to 
his parents years later, he would 
write: “A willpower that I have pol 
ished witl) an artist's care will carry 
my weak legs and tired lungs."

Lane's remark is not simple

It is not just whether a perfor- 
mance is ve or recorded that deter- 
mines whether a critical evaluation 
can be reduced to a graphic thumb. 
Popular art forms, such as film or 
pop gigs, surrender themselves 
more readily to this attenuated as- 
sessment more slowly does the 
shadow of the thumb creep over 
theatre or painting. Perhaps be- 
cause books were among the firat 
aesthetic products to be critically 
evaluated, litcrit has acquired both 
a history and a snobbery. So books 
resist being reduced to commodi- 
ties, even though they are con- 
sumer durables as much as fridges 
or CDs, and appear in reviews with 
their prices attached. 

Newspaper criticism is not a 
monolithic entity: television drama 
is not reviewed in the same way as 
live drama, for instance; nor is it 
reviewed at the sane time. TY 
reviews appear the morning after 
the broadcast; the latest art show at 
the Tate is generally reviewed be- 
fore it opens, {Of all forms of news- 
paper criticism, TV reviewing is the 
mast bizarre: television is a medium 
rather than anı art form, and yet the 
way in which it is consumed can 
serve to flatten the differences 
between the different kinds of pro- 
gramme — drama, documentary, 
news, etc — that one is watching.) 

What isin the process of dying — 
or at least being marginalised into 
irrelevance — is the notion that the 
critic should affect the way you 
experience a work of art. Thus, the 
British philosopher Malcoln Budi, 
in his book Values Of Art: writes: 
“Criticism, in Its allernpl to establish 
a work's artistic value, will draw at 
tention to the aesthetic and also the 
non-aesthetic characicristics upon 
which its value depends, 
Since convincing crillcism 
changes or refines your inter- 
pretation of a work, and what you 
are aware of in İt, and since these 
are integral to the way you experi-

Two thumbs good... 


.. . Tour thumbs a masterpiece”? Stuart Jeffries on how 
postmodernism has led to the death of serious criticism 


E DON'T need critics. Or 
at least not very much. 
Today there is no time for, 


or point in, reading lengthy ap- 
praigals of a work of art. What we 
need instead is a really good 
graphic of a thumb. The designers 
could come up with something very 
attractive. The critic's role would be 
redluced to coming back from the 
show, holding up a thumb or point- 
ing it dowrwards. This would be 
converted into graphic form and ap- 
pear on the arts page next to the 
title of the film, play or recital. What 
we don't need any more is the sub- 
species of journalist that goes out of 
the office to see somethin and 
tries to explain why it gives pleasure 
or pain. 

With certain critics, and certain 
newspapers, this philistine revolu- 
tion has already taken place: the 
American film critics Siskel and 
Ebert, for exanıple, have only one 
mode of approval, which litters the 
advertisements in the New York 
Times each Sunday. “Two thunıbs 
up!" is their praise: it represents not 
criticism as we have known it, but 
grunting, which we hoped we had 
evolved beyond. 

Once we had William Hazlitt and 
Joseph Addison; soon we will have 
journalists who go to plays and 
write about how they ımet the lead 
backstage. The reasons critics give 
for liking or loathing works of art 
are increasingly seen as irrelevant. 
Worse, the range of reactions they 
offer when they evaluate some work 
of art or cultural product have 
gshrunkenı to two poles: good or bad. 
Criticiam is offered legs and less 
scope for what was geen, at least in 
Britain, as its fundamental purpose 
— eloquent discrimination. 

The Amıerican philosopher Nel- 
son Goodman once wrote a paper 
about the overvaluation of value. He 
believed that the incessant ranking 
of works of art wag inimical ta 
understanding the things that are 
being ranked, as the critic becomes 
chiefly a person whıo says ye8 or #0, 
rather than one who helps us to 
understand why 

Two things seem to have hap- 
pened. First, the rearler's attention 
span has shrunk, whatever the sub- 
ject; or, if not that, it has shrunk 
where criticism is concerned; or, if 
not that, newspapers and magazines

aesthetic appreciation just another 
form of shopping. No wonder, then, 
that in some papers, restaurants are 
assessed next lo ballet perfor- 
mances; that a review of Hiroshige 
can appear near to a neurotic as- 
sessment of budget sunglasses, The 
presumption behind the juxtaposi- 
tion is that what readers really want 
to know is whether something is 
worth paying to see, hear, digest or 
own. Aesthetics ls just a minor 
branch of economics, great art just 
another spending opportunity.
